To  the  Mayor Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 


No  striking  innovations  in  the  development  of  the  Health 
Services  have  been  undertaken,  rather  has  attention  been 
directed  to  the  consolidation  of  those  hitherto  introduced. 
The  Local  Authority  decided  to  postpone  until  the  end  of  the 
year  its  programme  under  the  Housing  Act  1930.  The  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  new  Mortuary  was,  however,  favourably  considered 
and  its  erection  will  be  undertaken  during  the  new  year. 

A  survey  of  the  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  in  the  Borough 
was  compiled,  and  much  useful  work  done  in  improving  the 
conditions  under  which  the  dwellers  in  these  structures  live. 
Bye-ku  vs  were  introduced  prohibiting  the  littering  of  streets 
and  defacing  of  pavements. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  event  of  the  year  was  the 
Keighley  Health  and  Hygiene  Exhibition,  the  success  of  which 
is  amply  testified  by  the  fact  that  during  the  week  the  Exhibi¬ 
tion  was  attended  by  no  less  than  23,G19  persons. 

The  Smoke  Abatement  Classes,  organised  in  conjunction 
with  the  Keighley  Technical  College,  were  continued,  though 
the  attendances  were  smaller  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
departmental  journal,  “Better  Health,”  was  continued.  The 
Public  Abattoir  passed  through  a  successful  year  of  work  ; 
several  minor  alterations  and  additions  were  made  to  provide 
for  the  convenience  of  users. 

The  adequate  housing  of  the  lower  paid  workers  and  the 
abolition  of  the  slums  are  problems  with  which  the  Authority 
is  still  faced,  and  in  my  opinion,  are  the  most  urgent  it  is 
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called  upon  to  deal  with.  Private  enterprise  has  failed  to 
provide  for  the  housing  needs  of  the  poorer  members  of  the 
community ;  these  needs  cannot  be  postponed  indefinitely, 
indeed  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  they  should  be  post¬ 
poned  at  all  when  it  is  realised  that  many  thousands  of 
operatives  in  the  building  trade  are  unemployed  and  the  prices 
of  raw  materials  so  remarkably  low. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  town  has  not  suffered 
as  the  result  of  any  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease, 
though  the  strictest  vigilance  is  maintained  on  any  possible 
source  of  danger. 

The  work;  pf  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
has  been  even  more  successful  than  hitherto ;  the  Clinics,  more 
particularly  the  Victoria  Park  < Clinic,  have  been  well  attended, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  branch  of  Public  Health 
activity  is  becoming  more  and  more  appreciated. 

The  lines  on  which  this  report  is  written  are  similar  to 
those  of  last  year ;  it  has,  however,  been  abbreviated  wherever 
possible  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  certain  members  of  the 
Authority.  My -thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees  for 
the  sympathetic  manner  in  which  my  recommendations  are 
invariably  received.

Borough  of  Keighley . 

A. — Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

The  .population,  according  to  the  1931  census,  was  40,411 
(which  has  been  used  for  statistical  purposes  in  this  report). 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  11,614.  The 
rateable  value  is  £245,938,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  (Penny 
Rate,  £935.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1931  were  £243,353 
and  £925  respectively. 


Principal  Industries. 


The  early  part  of  the  year  saw  a  gradual  decrease  in 
unemployment  in  practically  all  industries  in  Keighley  com¬ 
pared  with  the  high  figures  for  the  previous  year,  although 
the  figures  for  the  whole  of  thei  country  showed  some  inciease. 
The  average  number  of  unemployed  over  the  whole  year  was 

about  4,500. 

The  •average  level  of  wage  rates  remained  the  same. 


Arrangements  are  provided  whereby  physical  training 
classes  may  be  attended  by  the  unemployed  several  times 
during  the  week ;  gym.  shoes  are  available  through  the 
generosity  of  His  "Worship1  the  Mayor,  lliese  classes,  the 
instructor,  accommodation  and  general  amenities  are  in  being 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Territorial  Association.  Con¬ 
siderable  efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  amusement,  both 


recreational  and  instructive,  at  the  Temperance  Hall,  Keigh- 
lev  and  efforts  of  this  nature  have  done  much  to  mitigate  the 
physical  and  mental  degeneracy  which  enforced  idleness  begets 
during  long  periods  of  unemployment. 


Vital  Statistics. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  523,  of 
which  249  were  males  and  274  females.  Of  these,  illegitimate 
births  totalled  18,  of  which  8  were  males  and  10  females.  The 
birth  rate  is  12.9,  compared  with  13.8,  13.3  and  12.8  in  the 
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previous  three  successive  ay  ears.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate, 
which  is  recorded  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  birth  rate,  works 
out  at  3.4.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1931  was  3.7,  for 
1930  4.1,  and  for  ,1929  5.8.  Still -births  totalled  19,  as  against 
22  for  the  year  1931. 


Deaths. — The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  14.1,  compared 
with  13.5  for  1931.  The  death  rate  for  1930  and  1929  was  11.9 
and  15.8  respectively. 


Street  Accidents . 


With  the  increasing  importance  of  street  accidents  as  a 
cause  of  death  amongst  the  general  population,  I  include  a 
reference  here.  There  were  six  fatal  road  accidents  occurring 
within  the  Borough,  the  corresponding1  figure  for  1931  being 


six. 


Infant  Mortality . 

The  number  ,-of  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  is  65, 
as  compared  with  34,  33  and  47  for  the  last  three  successive 
years,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  124.2  per  1,000  births 
registered,  as  compared  with  rates  of  60.07,  59.2  and  90.2  for 
the  last  three  successive  years. 

A  considerable  number  of  births  and  deaths  continue  to 
occur  in  homes  ,and  institutions  in  the  town,  the  figure  for 
1932  being:  births  196  or  37.4%,  deaths  174  or  25.8%  of  the 
total  registered. 

An  analysis  of  the  number  of  infants  dying  under  1  year 
of  age,  during  the  year  shows  that  60%,  or  39  actual  deaths 
occurred  before  the  infant  reached  the  age  of  one  month.  Of 
these,  24  were  cases  of  prematurity,  11  were  accidents  of 
pregnancy,  including  congenital  deformity,  and  3  cases  of 
acquired  disease.  The  remainder  were  accounted  for  mostly 
by  Pneumonia,  either  in  the  form  of  Lobar  Pneumonia  or 
Broncho  Pneumonia. 
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Of  the  total  number  of  infants  ,(65)  representing  the  Infant 
Mortality  figure,  only  4  of  the  parents  bearing  them  attended 
our  ante  natal  clinics.  The  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  these 
facts  is  self-evident;  namely,  the  importance  of  careful  and 
systematic  medical  supervision  during  the  latter  months  of 
pregnancy. 


General  Observations. 


30  or  4.4%  of  the  total  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner. 
There  were  14  uncertified  deaths  ;  that  is  to  say,  deaths  wheie 
no  certificate  was  given  by  a  medical  practitioner  and  wheie 
no  inquest  was  held  ;  this  figure  representing  2.08%  of  the 
total  deaths  registered. 


The  number  of  women  in  the  Borough  dying  directly  as  a 
result  of  child-birth  was  1,  corresponding  to  a  rate  of  1.9  per 
1,000  births,  as)  compared  with  2  during  the  year  1931. 
Two  other  women  wrere  registered  locally  as  having  died  from 
this  cause,  but  these  were  out -district  cases;  further  comment 
on  this  point  will  be  found  later. 


For  the  past  three  vears  1929,  1930,  and  4931,  the  natural 
increase  or  decrease  per  1,000  population  was  minus  3.0,  plus 
1.4,  and  plus  .3.  This  year  shows  a  decrease  of  minus  1.2. 

The  amount  of  poor  relief  administered  within  the 
Borough  amounted  to  £16,145,  as  against  £9,450  for  the  year 
1931,  showing  an  increase  of  £6,695.  This  may  be  regarded 
as  a  true  indication  of  the  distress  in  the  Borough.

23. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
within  the  Borough. 

1  —  Hospitals  Provided  in  the  Borough. 

There  are  two  hospitals  within  the  Borough  area,  the 
Keighley  and  District  Victoria  Hospital,  a  voluntary  institu¬ 
tion,  and  the  County  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  The  Victoria  Hospital  does  not 
admit  maternity  cases,  other  than  those  in  which  complica¬ 
tions  have  arisen.  The  County  Hospital  provides  13  maternity 
beds.  It  does  not  make  any  provision  for  private  patients 
other  than  maternity  cases,  for  which  hen  beds  are  available. 
Both  hospitals  are  staffed  by  general  practitioners. 

Fever  Hospitals.— The  Keighley  Corporation  is  a  con¬ 
stituent  member  of  the  Keighley,  Bing  ley  and  Shipley  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  and  accommodation  is  reserved  for  infectious 
diseases  at  its  hospital  at  Morton  Banks,  During  the  year, 
the  following  cases  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  from  the

The  hospital  is  available  for  the  admission  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  diseases  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  and  Para- 
Typhoid  Fever,  Encephalitis  Lethargia,  Cerebro -Spinal  Menin¬ 
gitis,  and  when  recommended  by  the  Sanitary  Authority 
concerned,  Influenza,  Pneumonia  and  Measles,  Arrangements 
are  now  in  operation  for  the  Admission  of  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

Smallpox  ITospitals. — Three  hospitals  are  available  under 
'the  jurisdiction  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  ;  no  case  occurred 
during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis  Sanitoria. — The  treatment  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  any  , cases  are  disposed  of  through  the 
Regional  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  Skipton  Road,  Keighley. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — The  Corporation  does  not  main¬ 
tain  a  Maternity  Hospital.  Cases  of  this  nature  are  sent  to 
the  County  Hospital.  During  the  year  221  confinements  took 
place  in  this  hospital  among  patients  admitted  from  within 
the  Union  Area. 

Children's  Hospitals. — There  is  no  special  hospital  for 
children.  Cases  requiring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the 
Victoria  Hospital  or  the  County  Hospital  according  to 
circumstances. 


2,— Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases,  two  motor  ambulances  are  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Keighley,  Bingley  and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital 
for  use  within  the  prea  served.  For  non -infectious  cases,  two 
motor  ambulances  are  maintained  at  the  Fire  Station  and 
are  available  free  for  accidents  and  emergency  cases,  other¬ 
wise  a  charge  is  made  according  to  mileage,  which  charge  may 
be  remitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Health  Committee. 


3.— Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. — There  are  two 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  serving  the  Borough,  at 
which  consultation  and  treatment  are  available  (see  later). 
There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  or  Nursery  Schools.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  in  operation  whereby  cases  for  whom  (the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assume  responsibility  may  be 
treated  at  the  ISchool  Clinic.  The  extent  of  treatment  at  the 
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Maternity  and  Cliild  W elfare  Centres  is  limited  to  simple 
measures  and  includes-  sucli  eases  as  need  only  ,to  be  seen  once 

a  week. 

School  Clinic. — See  Annual  Report  of  School  Medical 
Officer, 

Orthopedic  Clinic. — A  Specialist  Surgeon  visits  the 
School  Clinic  at  intervals  for  the  examination  of  orthopaedic 
cases  both  of  school  age  and  under  school  age,  and  on  his 
recommendation  they  are  either  treated  locally  or  admitted 
to  the  Yorkshire  (Children’s  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoor- 

side. 


Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. — Cases  of 
Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease  are  provided  for  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  and  full  details  are  presented 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Mtedica-l  Officer.  A  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Clinic  and  a  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  under  County 
administration  operate  in  the  Borough. 


4 .  — Professiona  l  Nursing. 

There  are  no  professional  nurses  maintained  by  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Authority,  for  general  or  infectious  diseases.  The 
Keighley  and  District  Nursing  Association,  however,  carry 
out  excellent  work  independent  of  municipal  control  and 
maintain  two  district  nurses  who  minister  on  voluntary  lines 
to  the  nursing  needs  of  the  Borough.  This  Association  works 
in  co-operation  with  the  local  health  services  and  as  an  In¬ 
stitution  deserves  the  best  support  the  people  are  able  to 
render.  The  Local  Authority  maintains  two  School  Nurses 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Education  Committee  and  two 
Health  Visitors  who  are  servants  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
W elfare  Committee. 


5. — Midwives . 

The  West  Riding  (County  Council  is  the  local  supervising 


authority  under  the  .Midwives  Acts  1902  to  1918. 


6. — Laboratory  Work . 


(a)  Arrangements  are  an  operation  with  the  Director  of 
the  Clinical  Laboratory,  6,  Victoria  Avenue,  Harrogate, 
v  hereby  the  Town’s  water  supply  is  periodically  examined 
bacteriologically.  As  a  working  basis  these  examinations 
take  place  every  month  and  at  more  frequent  intervals  should 
the  water  show  evidence  of  contamination. 

For  the  better  control  of  infectious  diseases  amongst 
school  children,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  The 
County  Borough  of  Halifax  Health  Department,  whereby 
swabs  taken  from  contacts  in  cases  of  Diphtheria  may  be 
examined  for  the  presence  of  the  organism. 


The  majority  of  the  bacteriological  .work  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Bacteriologist,  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  who  also 
examines  material  taken  from  cases  of  infectious  dieases  where 
diagnostic  confirmation  is  desired.  Milk  Samples  are 
similarly  examined  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  (see 
Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk”  in  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  .Report).  The  following  pathological  samples  were 
sent  to  Wakefield  for  examination  :  —

9. — Schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  a  separate  report  on  the  School  Medical  Service 
is  issued  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
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Education.  Tlie  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer ,  thus  providing  co-ordinated 
activities  in  both  these  branches  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 


C. — Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over 
Infectious  Diseases. 

1. — Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  principal  infectious  diseases  are  appended,  together 
with  the  numbers,  notified  every  year  since  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act  came  into  force.  In  this 
connection  278  visits  of  investigation  were  paid  by 
the  Sanitary  Staff  and  170  for  purposes  of  disinfection.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  the  town  has  not  suffered  any  serious  outbreak 
of  epidemic  disease,  neither  is  there  anything  unusual  to 
report  as  regards  deaths  from  infectious  disease.  Typhoid 
Fever  was  not  known  in  the  Borough.  There  was  a  consider¬ 
able  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  .one  of 
which  was  fatal.  Measles  was  not  made  notifiable,  neither 
has  it  been  reported,  other  than  sporadically  in  the  schools. 
No  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified,  as  compared  with  nil  in 
1931. 

(a)  Measles. — Measles  isi  a  disease  more  serious  in  its 
consequences  than  in  itself,  being  as  it  is  the  precursor  of 
respiratory  complaints,  especially  in  children.  It  has  occurred 
sporadically  amongst  the  school  population,  there  being  3 
deaths  in  1932,  giving  a  death  rate  <of  0.05,  as  compared  with 
0.00  in  1931. 

(b)  Whooping  Cough. — There  were  2  deaths  from  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  during  the  year,  compared  with  no  deaths  in  1931. 
Bate  0.03. 


(c)  Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  eases  notified  during 
the  year  was  82,  ,a  smaller  total  than  that  for  1931 ,  which'  (was 
131.  The  cases  occurred  more  or  less  sporadically  through¬ 
out  the  year.  The  majority  were  in  children  under  15  years 
of  age.  There  was  one  death.  92%  of  the  notified  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital  or  71  of  the  total  of  82.  The  death  rate 
was  0.01,  compared  with  0.05  in  1931,  and  nil  in  1930. 


(d)  Diphtheria. — Tlie  number  of  eases  notified  was  15,  as 
compared  with  4  in  the  year  1031.  One  death  occurred  and 
75%  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  or  12  out 
of  a  total  15.  Death  rate  0.01. 


(e)  Oerebro- Spinal  Fever.— One  case  was  notified  and 
removed  to  Hospital.  It  recovered. 

(f)  Typhoid  Fever. — No  case  was  notified  during  the  year 
as  against  one  for  the  year  1931,  and  two  in  1930. 

(g)  Zymotic  Enteritis  (Summer  Diarrhoea). — This  disease 
is  not  notifiable  nor  was  its  notification  asked  for  voluntarily. 
No  deaths  are  recorded  as  having  occurred  from  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis  during  the  year. 


(h)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Four  cases  were  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Department  as  compared  with  1  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  cases  were  followed  up  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  who  supervised  and  assisted  in  treatment. 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of

(i)  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — During 
1932  three  notifications  of  this  condition  were  received.  There 


were  no  deaths,  but  one  other  death  is  registered  as  having 
been  caused  by  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy  and 
parturition. 


(j)  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia. — The  notifications  received 
numbered  48  compared  with  39,  23  and  49  during  the  previous 
three  years. 


The  deaths  registered  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  were 
51,  and  from  Bronchitis,  etc.,  20. 


The  death  rate  on  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  was  0.89  com¬ 
pared  with  0.79  for  the  year  1931. 
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(k)  Tuberculosis. — The  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  from  private  practitioners,  etc..,  during'  the  year 
numbered  37.  For  the  previous  year  the  number  was  51,  and 
for  1930  45.  The  non-pulmonary  cases  notified  numbered  11, 
as  compared  with  20  for  the  previous  year,  and  for  1930  19. 
There  is  thus  a  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis,  both 
Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary,  though  the  mortality  from 
Pulmonary  shows  a  slight  increase,  22  being  the  figure  for  the 
year  under  review  as  compared  with  20  for  the  previous  year 
and  35  for  the  year  1930.

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2.  —Cancer — Malignant  Disease. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  being  attributed  to 
Cancer — Malignant  Disease  for  the  year  is  71,  as  against  53,  GO 
and  74  for  the  previous  three  years.  1  case  between  5  and  15 
years,  6  between  25  and  45  years,  34  between  45  and  05 ;  30 
occurred  in  people  of  05  years  and  upwards. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  from  Keighley  to  the 
Radium  Therapy  Department  of  the  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary 
during  the  year  totalled  25,  and  the  total  number  of  days 
stay  amounted  to  225.  In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1931,  reference  is  made  to  the 
work  done  by  the  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary  in  a  similar 
connection  since  its  inception,  and  during  the  current  year  the 
question  of  Cancer  prevention  came  under  review. 


The  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital  and  the  Health  Committee 
of  the.  Keighley  Corporation  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Bradford  Royal  Infirmary  whereby  suitable  cases  may  be 
submitted  to  treatment  by  Radium  Therapy  at  the  hands  of 
a  specialist  officer.  The  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary  make  a 
charge  of  12/0  per  diem  for  such  cases  as  are  admitted  into 
their  wards.  Any  case  where  the  patient  is  able  to  make 
some  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  treatment  such  con¬ 
tribution  will  be  recoverable.  All  such  patiens  may  be  seen, 
in  the  first  place,  at  the  Keighley  Victoria  Hospital,  where  it 
will  be  decided  whether  or  not  they  are  suitable  for  Radium 
Therapy.

Ihiiteen  schools  were  visited  by  a  specially  appointed 
lecturer,  and  short  talks  were  given  on  Health  and  Cleanli¬ 
ness,  the  Care  of  the  Teeth  and  .Safety  First.  Special  thanks 
are  due  to  the  Fruit  Trades  Federation  of  Great  Britain  for 
Inn  ing  provided  fifteen  hundred  cookery  books  free  of  charge, 
to  be  sold  at  not  less  than  Id.  each.  From  the  sale  of  these 
books  the  sum  of  £5  7s.  9d.  was  realised,  £2  Ss.  7d.  of  which 
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was  spent  on  books  for  prizes  ,for  the  school  children  visiting 
the  Exhibition  who  wrote  Health  essays.  The  remainder, 

£2  18s.  6d.  was  handed  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Keighley 
Infant  Aid  'Society,  in  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Special  cooking  demonstrations  were  given  by  the  Borough 
Gas  and  Electricity  Departments,  and  provided  considerable 
interest  both  to  children  and  adults. 

During  the  week  the  Cleansing  Department,  Public 
Abattoir,  Open  Air  School,  and  all  Clinics  were,  open  for 
inspection.  Lectures  were  given  both  in  the  factories,  and  the 
Assembly  Hall  and  on  each  occasion  a  very  line  attendance 

was  secured. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  manner  in  which  the  press,  printers 
and  bill  posters  co-operated  in  advertising  the  Exhibition, 
also  to  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  shopkeepers  and  trades¬ 
men,  who  were  asked  to  display  posters  and  decorate  the 

Exhibition. 

Taking  into  account  the  population  of  Keighley  of 
approximately  41,000  and  the  attendance  at  the  Exhibition, 
which  totalled  25,619  (and  this  does  not  take  into  account  the 
total  of  5,830  school  children  and  adults  who  were  lectured 
to  during  the  week) ,  ithere  can  be  little  doubt  left  in  the  minds 
of  even  the  most  cynical  that  the  Exhibition  was  any  other 
than  a  supreme  success. 

I  am  particularly  anxious  to  stress  the  valuable  work 
done  by  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council,  Exhibitions 
Department,  and  especially  by  the  Exhibitions  Organiser  who, 
together  with  the  staff  of  the  local  Health  Services,  were 
essentially  responsible  for  the  success  of  the  Exhibition. 


2.— Rat  Week . 

Special  activities  were  undertaken  in  connection  with  the 
National  Rat  Week,  from  November  7th  to  12th,  1932,  in 
accordance  with  a  circular  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Agii- 
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culture  and  Fisheries.  The  total  number  of  premises  visited 
specifically  for  rat  infestation  numbered  54,  and  the  number 
of  inspections  and  re-inspections  undertaken  was  127. 

Baits  were  laid  by  the  Local  Authority  in  and  around 
the  Market  Place,  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  Public  Abattoir, 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  County  Hospital,  Mar  ley  Tip  and 
various  allotments.  In  addition,  a  considerable  number  were 
laid  by  private  individuals  under  the  Department’s  super¬ 
vision  at  butchers’  and  bakers’  shops,  factory  premises, 
schools,  and  private  houses.  The  results  achieved  in  dis¬ 
infesting’  the  various  premises  were  highly  satisfactory  and 
favourable  reports  have  been  received  on  the  methods  adopted. 

3. — Better  Health. 

The  local  health  journal,  “Better  Health,”  continues  to 
be  distributed  as  hitherto,  some  2,000  copies  making  their 
way  into  libraries,  factories  and  workshops,  offices  and  homes 
of  the  town  every  month. 


4. — Flag  Day , 

A  Flag  Day  was  organised  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  Keighley 
Infant  Aid  Society.  The  proceeds,  amounting  to  £32  12s.  4d. 
were  shared  equally  between  the  two  organisations.

GENERAL. 

Water. 

The  Keighley  Waterworks  ife  a  municipal  undertaking,  the 
gathering  ground  is  peaty  moorland,  water  natuially,  ^  ei 
pure  and  soft — the  hardness  on  Clark  s  Scale  varying  f  1  om 
to  2  degrees.  To  remove  the  slightly  brownish  colour  due 
to  peat  and  the.  acidity  due  to  bacterial  action,  the.  water  has 
to  be  filtered  and  regularly  treated  with  “Calcium  Hydrate.’ 
Distribution  is  from  the  Blackball  and  Bracken  Bank  Sei\ice 
Reservoirs.  The  water  is  periodically  examined  bacteriologi- 

cally. 

During  1932  the  average  daily  consumption  within  the 
Borough  and  Cross  Roads  area  per  head  per  day,  for  all  pur¬ 
poses,  was  44.22  gallons,  or  for  domestic  and  unmeasured 
purposes  34. Gl,  leaving  9.61  gallons  for  trade  purposes.  This 
shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  total  consumption  compared 
with  last  year.  In  addition,  there  are  private  supplies  meet¬ 
ing  the  requirements  of  about  three  hundred  houses. 

During  the  year  one.  private  supply  of  water  to  11  houses 
was  examined  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically  and 
found  to  be.  unsatisfactory.  Steps  were  in  progress  at  the 
year  end  to  have  the  private,  supply  closed,  and  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  water  main  extended  with  a  view  to  enforcing  connection 
thereto. 

(Reference  is  made  under  Laboratory  work  to  the  results 
of  analysis  of  Public  Swimming  Bath  waters  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory) . 
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Rivers  and  Streams . 


The  recent  extension  of  the  Sewage  Works  at  Marley 
now  deals  with  the  whole  ,of  the  rlown?s  sewage ?  and  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  effected  to  deal  with  trade  effluent  under  a 


scheme  .approved  by  the  Corporation  and  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  North  Beck  continues  to  suffer  considerable 


pollution  by  the  deposit  of  solid  matter  therein,  particularly 
in  the  locality  of  the  site  of  houses  dealt  with  in  Westgate 
Unhealthy  A  i  ea .  It  lias1  also  been  necessary  to  take  action 
against  holders  of  neighbouring  allotments1  to  prevent  their 
tipping  pig  sty  refuse  into  the  stream ,  and  certain  drainage 
from  these  piggeries  is  still  receiving  attention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 


Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  length  of  , Sewers,  put  in  during  1932  was  1,987  lineal 
yai  ds,  consisting  of  530  yards  of  existing'  sewers  which  were 
relaid,  and  1,457  yards  of  new  sewers. 

1  he  method  of  dealing  with  sewage  is  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1930.

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Atmosphere  Pollution. 

The  tendency  to  improved  atmospheric  conditions  recorded 
in  lash  year’s  report  was  certainly  maintained  daring  the  year 
under  review.  In  the  sphere  of  industrial  pollution,  it  is 
pleasing-  to  report  that  most  of  the  industrial  concerns  in  the 
town  do  show  .some  sympathy  with  this  problem.  Where  it 
was  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  occurrence  of  a 
nuisance,  no  instance  occurred  where  an  employer  showed 
indifference,  and  no  statu torv  action  was  necessary  to  enforce 
abatement.  The  publicity  given  to  the  relationship  between 
fuel  economy  and  prevention  of  industrial  smoke  appears  to 
be  making  definite  headway.  The  present  necessity  on  the 
part  of  employers  to  eliminate  all  wastage  of  overhead  costs 
against  their  output,  is  a  vital  factor  in  ensuring  their 
interest  and  co-ordination.  The  accompanying  table  shows 
that  in  only  two  instances  did  repeat  observations  indicate  a 
recurrence  of  the  nuisance,  and  in  both  these  cases  trade  diffi¬ 
culties  were  important  factors. 


The  institution  of  technical  education  for  stokers  and 
boiler  attendants  undertaken  during  the  winter  session  of 
1931-32  at  the  Keighley  Technical  College  was  successful.  The 
class  followed  the  syllabus  in  Fuel  Economy  and  Smoke 
Abatement  as  laid  down  by  the  Yorkshire  (West  Riding) 
Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and  several  practical 
visits  to  works  were  completed.  Five  Students  were  success¬ 
ful  in  obtaining  the  Examining  Board’s  certificate,  and  the 
encouragement  justified  a  continuance  of  this  educational 
work  during  the  winter  months  of  1932-33.  Such  facilities 
where  available,  particularly  amongst  junior  employees,  should 
do  much  to  produce  an  interest  and  efficiency  in  the  future 
aspirants  who  will  control  the  plants  most  likely  to  effect 
smoke  output. 

Opportunity  was  taken  during  Health  Week  of  showing 
on  the  Sanitary  Department  stall  in  the  Hygiene  Exhibition 
a  display  of  exhibits,  charts  and  other  matter  illustrating  the 
deleterious  effect  of  air  pollution  on  human  life,  buildings 
and  vegetation,  and  these  attracted  considerable  interest. 
The  problem  of  air  pollution  by  domestic  smoke  is  a  difficult 
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one,  and  so  long’  as  legislation  to  cover  this  evil  is  withheld;, 
improvement  will  be  disappointing.  One  can  only  anticipate 
that  an  indifferent  public  will  respond  after  being  shown  the 
consequence,  so  advantage  must  be  taken  of  every  opportunity 
offered  by  such  an  Exhibition. 

It  is  most  desirable  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  by 
the  local  authority  to  ascertain  the  relative  amount  of  local 
aerial  pollution.  The  provisions  of  a  soot  gauge  and  other 
apparatus  would  be  helpful  to  the  Regional  Committee  in 
compiling  useful  information  for  the  guidance  of  its  con¬ 
stituent  authorities,  and  would  at  the  same  time  provide  use¬ 
ful  data  for  the  guidance  of  the  Department  in  its  local 
practical  efforts.

The  provision  at  the  new  Public  Abattoir  of  premises  to 
house  certain  offensive  trades  has  materially  assisted  in  the 
better  control  and  reduction  of  premises  used. 

The  existing  byelaws  relating  to  Offensive  Trades  came 
under  review  during  the  year,  and  new  byelaws  were  adopted. 
Opportunity  was  taken  to  revise  those  relating  to  existing 
Trades,  and  new  byelaws  were  made  to  operate  for  Fish  Friers 
Premises,  These  later  powers  should  be  most  useful  in  any 
future  action  undertaken  to  modernise  some  of  the  existing 
unsatisfactory  premises.  Of  the  46  Fish  Frying  Premises 
situate  in  the  Borough,  19  have  been  established  since  the 
trade  was  controlled  by  Order  in  1913.  Only  6  of  these, 
including  one  application  approved  during  the  current  year, 
can  be  said  to  be  constructed  on  modern  lines.  One  of  these 
places  is  designed  as  a  Restaurant  of  a  high  standard,  and 
during  the  year  an  extension  was  submitted  and  approved.

Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses 
Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  three  Common  Lodging  Houses,  two  of  which 
are  subject  to  annual  licence  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907,  and  one  registered 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  ‘Act  1875. 

The  two  licensed  houses  have  accommodation  for  260  men 
lodgers  (no  women  taken  in).  These  two  premises,  known  as 
the  “New  Mansions”  and  the  “Borough  Model”  Lodging- 
Houses,  are  of  modern  construction  and  eminently  adapted 

for  their  purpose. 
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The  Registered  Common  Lodging  House  consists  of  three 
separate  blocks,  originally  cottage  houses,  with  separate 
accommodation  for  males,  females  and  married  couples.  The 
structures  are  of  a  poor  type  and  'improvements  are  required 
before  these  premises  can  be  considered  satisfactory.  Attached 
to  these  premises  are  four  registered  Houses.- let-in- -lodgings 
also  of  a  poor  character. 

During  the  year  no  applications  for  registration  of 
Houses-let-yi-lodgings  were  received.  Certain  premises  were 
under  review  at  the  year  end  for  registration  purposes.

Tents ,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Following  a  special  report  submitted  to  the  local  authority 
during  the  latter  end  of  1931  outlining  a  census  of  the  caravan 
colonies  known  to  be  in  the  area,  steps  were  undertaken  to 
operate  the  existing  byelaws  more  rigidly  in  order  to  minimise 
the  dangerous  tendency  of  an  increase  in  the  use  of  these 
structures.  Under  pressure,  several  owners  of  land  took  legal 
action  to  remove  vans  or  alternatively  provide  the  necessary 
water  supply  and  sanitary  accommodation  required.  Resulting 
from  this  action,  two  sites  were  made  suitable,  and  in  18 
instances  the  caravans  or  tents  were  removed.  Several  vans 
remaining  are  known  to  be  in  disuse  and  overcrowding  of 
existing  vans  has  been  considerably  minimised.

2.  — Overcrowding. 

Instances  of  overcrowding  are  constantly  being  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Department,  and  it  is  highly  important  that 
the  Local  Authority  should  be  in  a  position  to  meet  the  needs 
of  such  cases.  Several  enquiries  are  made  to  the  Department 
for  assistance  in  obtaining  better  housing  accommodation, 
not  only  on  account  of  overcrowding  alone  but  where  separa¬ 
tion  of  sex  is  unsatisfactory  or  ill-health  exists.  Many  cases 
investigated  were  recommended  suitable  for  Corporation 
houses,  some  of  which  were  accepted  and  re  housed.  Steps 
were  taken  to  see  that  the  vacated  houses  were  not  re-over¬ 
crowded  and  action  taken  to  render  the  houses  fit  before  re¬ 
letting,  as  required  by  Section  1  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925. 
Many  families  are  living  without  any  adequate  means  by 
which  the  sexes  may  be  suitably  separated,  and  this  state  of 
affairs  must  necessarily  continue  until  we  have  overcome  the 
difficulty  of  providing  alternative  accommodation.  There  are 
areas  in  which  several  of  the  houses  are  overcrowded,  and  of 
a  type  inimical  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  The  need  for

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continued  attention  to  the  housing  problem  in  Keighley  cannot 
be  over  -  emphasised . 

3. — Fitness  of  Houses . 

Systematic  house-to-house  inspection  in  Keighley  cannot 
be  carried  out  with  the  limited  staff  available,  but  the  data 
compiled  does  not  indicate  any  abnormal  unsatisfactory 
conditions.  There  are,  however,  several  areas  of  the  town 
which  can  only  be  dealt  with  in  the  form  of  schemes),  and 
these  have  been  inspected  and  scheduled  with  a  view  to  incor¬ 
poration  in  live  year  programmes  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1930.  The  full  details  of  these  areas,  with  the  appropriate 
recommendations,  were  submitted  to  the  Authority.

Experience  teaches  that  several  factors  seem  to  retard 
progress  in  clean  milk  production.  The  quantity  of  milk 
consumed  by  the  general  public  is  definitely  low  and  ability 
to  avoid  surplus  difficult.  Again  the  uneconomic  state  of  the 
farming  industry  at  the  present  moment  does  not  tend  to 
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give  much  incentive  for  improvements,  when  it  is  realised  that 
reward  is  for  quantity  and  not  quality  of  the  article  produced. 
The  chaos  which  exists  in  regard  to  identity  of  the  various 
types  of  milk  put  before  the  public  is  misleading  to  them, 
and  the  demand  for  warm  milk  on  the  pretext  of  freshness, 
definitely  impedes  the  practice  of  cooling.  Again,  safety 
from  tubercle  and  other  dangerous  organisms  is  an  uncer¬ 
tainty,  all  of  which  tend  to  hold  up  progress. 

Though  a  number  of  the  local  farms  are  handicapped  by 
buildings  of  unsatisfactory  design,  and  dairy  facilities  are  at 
a  minimum  vet  these  shortcomings  offer  no  valid  excuse  for 
obsolete  methods  and  negligent  habits.  The  provision  of  suit¬ 
able  equipment  to  avoid  contamination  after  milking  in  the 
form  of  covered  milking  pails,  means  for  immediate  cooling 
and  apparatus  capable  of  properly  scalding  or  sterilising  by 
steam  the  vessels  used,  are  reasonable  necessities.  Again 
methods  are  most  important  of  all.  Systematic  grooming  of 
the  animals'  flanks,  buttocks  and  udders  to  maintain  them 
free  from  manurial  adhesions,  the  keeping  of  the  premises 
clean,  regular  removal  of  manure  and  attention  to  personal 
clothing  and  hands,  together  with  scrupulous  cleanliness  of 
the  receptacles  and  milking  stools  will  produce  clean  milk, 
irrespective  of  the  mere  state  of  buildings,  within  limits.  It 
is  often  found  when  investigating  the  cause  for  an  unsatis¬ 
factory  sample  that  failure  to  appreciate  what  appears  a 
trivial  matter  is  often  the:  vital  factor  between  a  clean  and 
dirty  milk.  Some  due  regard  to  these  matters  would  often 
avoid  the  necessity  for  distasteful  pressure  by  the  local  staff. 
The  co-operation  of  fflie  trade  is  essential  if  an  attempt  is  to 
be  made  at  placing  before  the  public  the  merits  of  milk  as  £ 
highly  nutritious  article  of  food  as  will  encourage  increased 
consumption. 

Opportunity  was  taken  during  Health  Week  to  keep  this 
subject  in  the  forefront.  A  portion  of  the  Sanitary  Depart¬ 
ment  .space  in  the  Hygiene  Exhibition  was  allotted  to  showing 
cowshed  fittings,  cooling  and  bottling  appliances,  a  steam 
sterilizer,  and  varieties  of  dairy  receptacles  and  equipment; 
specimen  exhibits  of  actual  sediment  tests  and  graded  milks 
also  being  demonstrated.  The  interest  displayed  by  the 
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general  /public  was  remarkably  good,  but  it  is  unfortunate  to 
report  that  a  similar  interest  by  the  trade  was  lacking. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  examination  of 
samples  submitted  for  bacterial  purity.  The  results  should 
not  'be  taken  as  the  general  standard  of  the  milk  supply  for 
the  district,  which  can  be  accepted  as  being  better  than 
indicated  in  the  table.  Special  activity  was  centred  on  milk 
supplies  known  to  be  doubtful,  and  many  were  repeat  samples. 
The  intention  of  the  Department  was  to  justify  the  necessity 
for  improvements  in  certain  directions,  where  it  was  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  existing  conditions  would  tend  to  react 
adversely  on  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk.

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( b )  Meat  and  other  Foods . 


Oontinned  attention  is  given  to  tlie  question  of  a  clean 
and  wholesome  food  -supply  and  the  public  demand  for 
reliability  claims  a  'considerable  scope  of  activity  in  this  branch 
of  the  local  public  health  service.  The  necessity  for  complete 
inspection  ’of  a  town’s  meat  supply  is  obvious,  and  whilst  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  no  power  exists  to  require  all  the 
locally  consumed  home -killed  meat  to  be  slaughtered  in  the 


new  public  abattoir  the  use  of  these  premises  by  the  majority 
of  butchers  tends  to  centralise  inspection  at  time  of  slaughter. 
Where  meat  is  known  to  have  been  supplied  to  local  shops 
from  outside  the  Borough,  every  effort  is  made  at  supervision, 
but  control  is  very  difficult,  especially  when  it  is  realised  that 
the  meat  may  be  already  cut  up  and  no  offals  available  for 
identification.  Comparison  with  past  records  before  the 
advent  of  the  public  abattoir  and  abolition  of  all  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  indicates  over  a  50%  increase  in 
condemnations  made  possible  by  the  control  obtainable  at 
such  modern  premises.  Again,  in  fairness  to  those  butchers 
whose  trade  is  above  reproach  and  who  submit  to  proper 
control,  the  opportunities  available  to  unscrupulous  dealers 
in  evading  inspection  by  obtaining  their  supply  from  outside 
the  area  is  unsatisfactory.  Public  abattoirs  are  obviously  an 
expensive  departure  on  account  of  their  specialised  form  of 
construction  and  equipment,  and  in  an  area  like  Keighley, 
the  expenditure  involved  demands  the  full  use  of  its  advan¬ 
tages,  if  the  income  is  expected  to  meet  working  liabilities. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  steps  will  shortly  be  available  to  meet 
this  anomaly,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  happy  relations 
which  exists  between  the  local  meat  traders  using  the  abattoir 
and  the  'Department.  During  the  year,  it  was  necessary  to 
make  8  formal  seizures  of  diseased  or  unsound  meat,  and  in 
5  instances  these  seizures  were  made  at  shop  premises  where 
it  was  found  to  have  been  brought  into  the  Borough  from 


outside  the  areas  (see  Legal  Proceedings).  The  public  abattoir 
has  more  than  justified  its  existence,  for  not  only  can  the 
public  rest  assured  that  their  meat  from  this  establishment 
is  killed  under  the  best  hygienic  and  humane  conditions,  but 
that  diseased  or  unsuitable  meat  is  excluded  from  sale.  Its 
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usefulness  as  a  unit  in  the  public  health  service  can  best  be 
judged  after  consideration  of  the  following  facts  . 

(a)  Uniformity  and  systematic  methods  of  meat  inspec¬ 
tion  on  the  lines  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Memo 
62/Foods  have  been  facilitated.  Adaptation  shows 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  condemnation,  although 
the  quality  of  meat  has  in  no  way  diminished. 


(b)  Facilities  offered  in  tracing  diseased  animals  to  pre¬ 
mises,  and  improvements  in  the  milk  supply  and 
eradication  of  disease  from  stocks  have  been  obtained. 
Co-ordination  in  the.  administration  of  the  Tuberculo¬ 
sis  Order,  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  etc.,  has  been 
made  possible. 


From  the  trade  aspect  it  was  possible  to  facilitate  . 

(c)  Immediate  slaughter  and  speedy  removal  to  shops. 
The  restriction  of  giving  notice  and  the  dentention  of 
carcases  for  inspection  required  by  the  Meat  Regula¬ 
tions  is  eliminated. 

(d)  A  scheme  of  salvage  bv  disposal  of  condemned  meat 
under  guarantee  to  be  utilised  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses. 


Supervision  of  shop  premises  where  meat,  fish  and  general 
foodstuffs  are  displayed,  together  with  the  market  shops  and 
stalls,  have  received  regular  inspection.  Food  hygiene  is  of 
paramount  importance,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  progress  in 
regard  to  prevention  of  contamination  by  unnecessary 
exposure  and  handling  has  been  made,  several  improvements 
in  shop  premises  having  been  undertaken.  Opportunity  was 
taken  at  the  Health  Week  Hygiene  Exhibition  to  construct 
models  of  a  Clean  and  Dirty  Shop  to  contrast  the  manner  in 
which  foods  may  be  contaminated  by  inattention  to  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  protection  before  reaching  the  public.  The  interest 
displayed  both  by  tradespeople  and  the  public  justified  the 
labour  involved.  Inspection  of  shop  premises  indicated  a 
reasonably  good  standard  of  cleanliness  on  the  whole,  and 
only  in  a  few  instances  was  it  necessary  to  call  attention  to 
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a  lack  of  appreciation  of  this  matter.

Two  samples  were  reported  as  genuine  but  poor  in  fat, 
containing  only  3.01  and  3.07%  respectively.  One  sample 
taken  from  a  retail  vendor  contained  only  2.76%  fat,  and  the 
retailer  gave  notice  requesting  that  samples  be  taken  from  the 
wholesaler.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  this  wholesaler 
“in  course  of  delivery,”  one  of  which  contained  only  2.88% 
of  fat.  This  wholesaler  resided  outside  the  Borough,  and  his 
cattle  were  subjected  to  test.  Information  was  submitted  to 
the  County  Authorities,  and  whilst  no  proceedings  were  insti¬ 
tuted,  both  the  retailer  and  wholesaler  were  cautioned. 
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One  sample  taken  from  a  retail  producer  was  found  to 
contain  only  2,80%  fat.  This,  farmer  was  struck  off  tlie 
register  of  retailers  by  :tlie  local  authority  because  of  several 
other  unsatisfactory  circumstances,  and  in  consequence  of 
this  information  the  County  Authorities  decided  no  further 

action  was  necessary. 


One  sample  taken  from  a  retailer  was  found  to  contain 
of  added  water,  and  as  the  wholesaler's  supply  was  proved 
to  be  satisfactory,  he  wasi  prosecuted.  A  fine  of  £2  with  costs 
was  recorded.

All  the  Samples  submitted  were  reported  on  as  Free 
from  Preservative  and  Artificial  Colouring  Matter. 

During  the  course  of  sampling,  several  opportunities  arose 
for  cautioning  milk  vendors  regarding  offences  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act  and  Orders  made  thereunder. 
In  one  case,  the  vendor  was  brought  before  Committee  and 
censored,  whilst  in  another  instance  proceedings  were  insti¬ 
tuted.

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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND 
ORDERS  THEREUNDER. 

The  diseases  scheduled  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
are: — Cattle  Plague  or  Rinderpest,  Contagious  Pleuro¬ 
pneumonia,  Slieep  Pox,  Rabies,  Epizootic  Lymphangitis, 
Glanders  and  Farcy,  Anthrax,  Sheep  Scab,  Swine  Fever, 
Parasitic  Mange,  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Tuberculosis,  and 
for  some  purposes  Contagious  'Abortion  in  cattle. 

The  following  are  the  chief  new  orders  which  have  been 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  during  the  current 
year  :  — 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Boiling  of  Animal  Foodstuffs) 
Order,  1932. 

Importation  of  Meat,  etc.  (Wrapping  Materials)  Order, 
1932. 

The  following  is  a.  summary  of  the  control  work  under¬ 
taken  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  :  —

(a)  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

During  the  year  the  Borough  was  not  affected  by  this 
disease  and  no  movement  restriction  was  necessary,  the  disease 
being  localised  in  the  Midlands  and  South  of  England  only. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Boiling  of  Animal  Foodstuffs) 
Order,  1932.  Public  notices  were  posted  throughout  the 
Borough  and  information  distributed  to  persons  known  to  be 
affected  by  this  Order.  No  contraventions  were  reported. 

( b )  Swine  Fever. 

Swine  Fever  Infected  Area  Order,  1932.  On  the  14th 
March,  in  consequence  of  Swine  Fever  outbreaks  in  other 
parts  of  Yorkshire,  the  Borough  became  an  Infected  Area  for 
the  prohibition  of  movement  of  swine  either  into,  out  of,  or 
within  the  area,  except  by  licence.  Markets,  etc.,  of  swine 
were  also  restricted,  being  available  for  fat  pigs  only.  The 


restriction  and  control  of  movements  operated  practically 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Spring  and  Summer  months,  not 
being  withdrawn  until  the  11th  August. 

The  licences  issued  under  the  Order  were  as  follows:  —

Swine  Fever  Order,  1908.  Under  this  Order,  0  Form 
“A”  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  suspected  outbreaks, 
but  none  were  confirmed  as  positive.  The  restrictions  were 
therefore  withdrawn . 

Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order  1922.  the

Under  this  Order,  213  vehicles  have  been  disinfected  and 
cleansed  at  the  Public  Abattoir. 


TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

The  administration  of  this  Order  in  conjunction  with  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order  has  proved  of  inestimable  benefit  in 
the  elimination  of  tuberculous  cows  on  dairy  premises  when 
found  to  be  suffering  from  an  advanced  form  of  tuberculosis, 
and  materially  assists  in  contact  animals  being  examined  and 
kept  under  special  observation. 

Five  cows  in  milk  were  slaughtered  under  the  Order 
during  the  year,  all  from  different  farms,  and  in  each  case 
no  contact  animals  were  found  to  be  showing  suspicious 
evidence  of  infection.  Of  these  five  animals,  four  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  chronic  cough  and  showing  definite 
clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis,  whilst  the  remaining  cow 
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indicated  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  both  clinically  and  in  a 
microscopical  examination  of  its  milk.  Post  mortem  examina¬ 
tion  confirmed  that  all  were  suffering  from  advanced  tuber¬ 
culosis  within  the  meaning  of  the  Order,  and  the  owners,  were 
paid  compensation  at  the  rate  prescribed. 

One  cow  under  observation  was  slaughtered  upon  the 
request  of  an  own  hr  and  destroyed,  but  post  mortem  revealed 
no  evidence  of  tuberculosis,  and  no  action  under  the  Order 
was  necessary. 

The  gross  compensation  paid  amounted  to  £8  15s.  Od. 
(3  at  £1  10s.  Od.,  1  at  £2  10s.  Od.,  and  1  at  £1  15s.  Od.)  Of 
this  amount  75%  is  refunded  to  the  local  authority  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture. 


SHOPS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS 
THEREUNDER. 


The  supervision  of  shop  premises  to  ensure  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  and  Local  Trades  Orders 
made  thereunder,  is  most  difficult  of  operation  on  account  of 
the  varying  Local  Orders  existing  in  the  Borough.  The  times 
of  closing  are  confusing  in  some  trades,  and  especially  is  this 
so  in  the  case  of  the  small  mixed  businesses,  which  are  so 
numerous  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  district.  The  co-operation 
of  the  local  Chamber  of  Trade  was  sought,  particularly  in 
regard  to  the  possibility  of  amending  some  of  the  existing 
Orders  so  that  more  uniformity  in  Closure  could  be  arranged, 
but  up  to  the  year  end  no  changes  had  taken  place.  Continued 
effort  was  given  to  advising  some  of  the  smaller  shopkeepers 
in  regard  to  the  provisions  under  the  Acts  and  local  Orders, 
as  it  was  found  that,  generally  speaking,  they  were  very 
ignorant  of  their  responsibilities.  Printed  circulars  were 
distributed  in  all  cases  where  a  visit  was  made  for  the  purpose. 


The  greater  portion  of  supervising  work  could  only  be  under¬ 
taken  in  conjunction  with  visits  that  were  necessary  to  shops 
coming  under  review  for  sanitary  or  food  inspection  purposes.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  means  of  Motor  and  Horse 
Transport,  viz.  : — 8  motor  wagons  and  2  horse  drawn  wagons. 
The  fleet  of  motors  consist  of  4  30-cwt.  Ford  wagons,  2  Vulcan 
wagons,  1  Guy  wagon  and  1  Morris  Commercial  (purchased 
in  December,  1931).  This  is  an  addition  of  1  Motor  Vehicle 
to  the  fleet. 

For  the  purposes  of  collection  the  town  is  divided  into 
live  districts,  each  district  being  worked  by  two  vehicles  and 
two  collectors,  the  horse  drawn  vehicles  working  the  district 
nearest  the  (Tip.  The  collection  is  a  weekly  one  except  for 
Hainworth,  Hain  worth  Shaw,  Long  Lee  and  Thwaites  Brow, 
from  which  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  work  has  been  carried  out  very  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  and  with  very  few  complaints. 


With  regard  to  perishable  and  burnable  refuse,  I  would 
like  to  further  emphasise  the  request  made  in  previous  years 
that  more  of  this  be  disposed  of  in  other  wavs  than  the  dust¬ 
bin.

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Street  Cleansing , 


I  radically  the  whole  of  this  Service  comes  under  the 
control  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  I  think  Keighley  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  most  Industrial  towns. 


All  street  sweeping  is  done  by  hand  (labour,  mostly  by 
street  orderlies  or  length  men,  ten  men  being  continually 
employed  in  this  work,  chiefly  among  the  main  thoroughfares. 
In  addition,  we  employ  four  men  (followed  by  ja  horse  and 


cart  and  men)  who  clean  the  centre  tof  'the  town  during  the 

mornings  and  afternoons  these  men  work  as  orderlies  cleaning

different  districts  daily.  The  orderlies  work  in  pairs;  this, 
in  my  opinion,  saves  a  good  deal  of  time  crossing  and  recross¬ 


ing  the  road. 


Litter. 

With  respect  to  the  Byelaws  regulating  littering,  a  keener 
interest  displayed  by  the  public  would  obviate  the  necessity 
of  their  enforcement — at  present  there  remains  a  good  deal 
of  room  for  improvement. 


Cleansing  of  Street  Gullies . 


This  work  has  been  carried  out  with  a  six-ton  Yorkshire 
Gully  Cleanser,  which  meant  that  quite  a  number  of  gullies 
situate  in  streets  that  were  inaccessible  to  this  machine  had 
to  be  cleaned  by  the  old  method  of  Scoop  and  Pail.  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  in  December  the  Committee  decided  to 


purchase  a  lighter  machine. 


A  Wien  this  machine  commences  to 


work,  we  shall  be  able  to  clean  practically  all  the  gullies  in 
the  town  by  suction,  which  not  only  cleans  the  gully  of 
solids,  but  seals  same  with  clean  water. 


Snow  Removal. 

Again  we  have  been  fortunate  during  the  year  under 
leview.  We  only  had  one  fall  of  snow,  and  this  occurred 
in  the  early  morning  of  the  10th  February.  Forty  extra  men 
were  employed,  in  addition  to  our  own  sweeping  staff.
